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defe&tive. I muft confefs, ** the foul Side of a fair 
Goddefs” is one of thofe deformed Ideas that miizht 
very well fuit Jom ‘fones or Amelia, but can never 
(however juft and natural) pleafe here. As in Paint- 
ing, fo in Writing, we fhould hide ugly, by only 
exhibiting beautiful, Nature. I fhould be better 
pleafed to allow a fair Goddefs no foul Side at all. 
With the Reader’s Leave then, we will afflume a 
creative Power; diveft this faid fair Goddefs of what 
any other earthly Goddefs would be very ready to 
fpare, and form the foul Side in queftion into a 
diftin& Being. A little lucky Prepofition added to 
Fama, would give this new Creation a well- 
known Name, thus, Jn-fama, Let us hereafter 
therefore efteem every undue Purfuit & Acquifition 
of Fame, as the Abufe will always declare it, Jnfamy. 
In this cafe, the Virtuous only could be famous ; 
& all others, no matter for their Quality, would be 
of courfe infamous. To illuftrate fo plain a Doc- 
trine by impertinent Examples or pedantic Quota- 
tions, would be deviating into a Road which ( in 
Compafion to the general Reader) I fhall carefully 
avoid. 

It is however to the Purpofe to obferve, that were 
this Doétrine as generally taught as it ought to be, 
the World would for the future fee no famous 
Conquerors. or Tyrants, no famous unlefs at the 
fame time honef? and able Politicians: Nor fhould 
we agairi hear ‘of famous Writers of bad Novels, 
of famous trading Juftices, or famous Highwaymen. 
All thefe (except the Conquerors and Tyrants) Iam 
told, abound in a certain Country that was once as 
truly famous, as it is now (from thefe famous In- 
habitants) become ttuly-infamons. 

Had the Romans made our Diftiné&tion (as they 
did under different Names) between Fama and Jn- 
fama, they would never have placed the Goddefs 
Fama among their evil Deities. However they fa- 
crificed to what by us is generally unde ftood to be 
Fame, by baring the Head to the Shrine of Honor. 
If their Conceptions therefore were the fame with 
Ours, we need not quarrel about Words. They 
defined Fame as we do Rumour; and I think we 
commonly define Fame as they did Honour ; and 
indeed the pure Ideas of Fame and Honour are fo 
mixed, that I confefs the Separation of them requires 
a more eluborate Analyfer that J have at prefent 
Time to prove myfelf. 1 am unwilling to affign any 
other Caufe ; becaufe, by pleading Inability, I 
fhould not only offend my own Vanity, but the 
prefent Mode of Effay and Novel Writing. 

Before I quit the Speculation of Fame, I muft not 
omit craving the Pardons of thofe worthy Gentle- 
men who have fome Years paft made fo famous a 
Figure on the Theatre of public Affairs ; becaufe 
-Lam afraid) the Diftin@ion we have made between 
the Famous and Infamous may give them fome juft 
Cauic of Offence. As in Example : 

If the Peace of Aix, if our Magnanimity under 
Infult, and Abufe, if the Indifference with which 
we behold a powerful Marine fitting out by our 
determined Enemy ; if all thefe Things were to this 
day accounted ne and fhould now (from the 
aforefaid unlucky Definition of Fame) all of a fud- 
den turn out infamous, would not this be giving Wt 
Caufe of Offence? According to that Doétrine of 
Libels, (which faith, that a true, is the very worfe, 
Libel, becaufe moft provoking) it certainly would. 
Left therefore any Miftakes fhould proceed trom the 
Premifles, be it remembered, that, tho’ we cannot 
alter the Nature of Things, we proteft againft giv- 
ing juf? Caufe of Offcnce, relerving to ouricives the 
full Liberty of Specc!: notwithftanding.— This fet- 
tled, let us proceed to the other Heads of our Dit- 
courfe, Lucre and Poverty. ;

Whitehall, Fan. 7. Commodore Keppel, Com- 
mander of his Majetty’s {quadron in the Mediterra- 
nean, has tranfmitied hither a Treaty of Peace and 
Commerce between his Majefty and the Kingdom 
of Tripoly, concluded and figned che 19th Day of 
September Jaft paft, by him the faid Commodore 
Kepple aud Robert White, Efg; his Majefty’s Con- 
{ul Genesal at Tripoli, and the Divan, Kiaja, Bey, 
and Bafhaw of the States and-Kingdom of Tripoly. 

And the faid Commodore Keppel has alfo tranf- 
mitted hither a Vresty of Peace and Commerce be- 
tween his Majefty and the State of Tunis, concluded 
and figned the rgth of October laft paft by the faid 
Commodore and Charles Gordon, Efq; his Majef- 
ty’s Conful General at Tunis, and the Lord Ali 
Pafcha, Begler Bey and Supreme Commander of the 
faid ftate of Tunis. 


A Council is fummon’d to be held at St. James’s 
on Tuefday next, for his Majetty to prick the She- 
riffs for the feveral Counties in England for the en- 
fuing Year. 

On Tucfday laft his Majefty was pleafed to de- 
clare the five following Orders of the Gartar vacant, 
viz. the late Prince of Wales, the Prince of Orange, 
the Dukes of Montague, Richmond, and St. Al- 
bans ; which Vacancies will be filled up before the 
Clofe of the Parliament. 

Tuefday the Hon. Houfe of Commons came to a 
Refolution to prefent an Addrefs of Condolance to 
his Majefty, on Aecount of the Death of the late 
Queen of Denmark. 

A Bill is ordered into Parliament to indemnify 
Perfons who bave omitted to qualify themfelves for 
Offices. 

Monday being the Feaft of the Epiphany, or 
Twelfth Duy, the fame was obferved, as ufual, at 
Court as a high and folemn Feftival. There was a 
grand Drawing Room, at which were prefent a 
great Number of Nobility, Foreign Minifters, and 
Gentry, among whom was Baron Harflang, who 
went thither in a curious Chariot of State, the Iron 
Work of, which was wafhed with Silver ; but there 
was no Ball as Night, on Account of the Death of 
the Queen of Denmark.

And that Sit Peter Warren will fucceed him in 
the Admiralty. 

Wednefday the Right Worfhipful Sir Thomas 
Salisbury, Knt. Do&tor of Laws, took his feat at 
Doétors Commons as Judge of the High Court of 
Admiralty of England held at that Place. The 
Ceremony obferved on this Occafion was as follows: 
At his firft Entry into the Court alone, he was fa- 
Juted by all the Doétors prefent, who had been there 
fome Time waiting his coming: He then took his 
Chair, when Dr. Pinfold, jun. who is Advocate 
General to the Lord High Admiral of England, pre- 
fented Sir Thomas with his Patent under the Great 
feal, appointing him Judge of that Court, which 
he delivered to the Regifter, who read the fame ;

“<< In our Palfage fiom the Main to St Euftatia, 
on the 26th of june, in the Latitude of 15, and 
Longitude 61, about 11 o’Cluck at Night, we was 
flruck by a Sword Lith on our Starboard Bow, 
which run his Sword quite thro” our « utfide Plank, 


into the Hold 10 Inches, and broke bis Horm off, 
and left in the Hold io Inches, which caufed our 
Vefiel to have four Feet and two [aches of Water in 
the Hold, but our two Pumps cleared her. We 
reckon that the Horn went through fourteen Inches 
and a half folid Oak.” 

New York, Sept. 23, By Capt. Daniel Seymour, 
who arrived here laft Week from Coracoa, we have 
Advice, that the Spanifh Privateers and Gwuatda 
Coftas are very bufy about thar Coait, taking all 
the Veffels they can without refpeét of Perfons ; 
that one of the Corzcoa Sloop: coming from Aruba 
was taken by one of them, and carried off ; where- 
upon the Commander at Coracoa caufed two Spanifh 
fchooners and two floops, which came in there, to 
be feized as Reprifals; on board of which were Ef-
